President Harrison Requested to Pro- 
hibit All European Immigration 
for tlio Present. 

Official Statement as to the Condition 
of Vessels in New York 
Harbor. 



Hamburg Suffers fi'iira Oppressive 
Heat -Another Patient Arrives 
in the Thames. 

Los Angeles, Cat., Sept. 10.— The 
Board of Health, acting in conjunction with 
the State Board, ure ou tile alert to adopt 
moaaurea to prevent tho ingress of cholera 
by our Eastern railroad lines. All passen- 
gers will be subject to inspection at tho 
Stato lino. A p:irty of French immigrants 
are due hero to-morrow morning. An in- 
spector will meet them outside the city, 
and unless they are found to hold olean 
bills of health they will b'; promptly quar- 
antined. 

New York, Sept. 10. —Four emigrant 
girls, who were landed from the Wieslund 
and who are supposed to have introduced 
the cholera into this city, have been sent to 
Willard Parlor Hospital, whero they will 
be detained until the disease is 3tampedout1 

After receiving report3 from ull the city 
oilicials, having the sanitary condition -if 
tho oity in their care, and conferring at 
length with the heads of tho various city 
departments, tho Mayor was notified that it 
would be advisable to request the President 
to stop immigration from infected European 
pqrts entirely for the present. A message 
to that effect was accordingly sent to Presi- 
dent Harrison. 

Quarantine, S.I., Sept. 10. — Tho most 
interesting event of the day at Quarantine 
was the arrival of tho passengers of the 
Normannia, It was shortly after 2 o'clock 
when t he steamboat Cepheua wus sighted. 
Tlie crowd composed ot quarantine oiiiceta, 
newspaper men and others gathered on the 
dock and gave the occupinta of the steam- 
boat u lively reception, Tho passengers 
were very much bronzed by exposure to 
the weather, but they did not look any 
tho worse for their experience of 
the past two weeks. As the Ce- 
pheua started for tho city thero 
were more cheers. The arrival of the Bo- 
hemia, on Thursday night, concluded tho 
list of "suspects" of tho Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Company. Iter record waa G.ni steer- 
age, 10 cabin and 77 crew, a total of 740. 
The record of tho voyage was not serious as 
compared with that of other ships of tho 
Hue previously quarantined, though this 
vessel, it was feared, would bo tho banner 
ship in point of mortality. There were hut 
53 cases of sickness during tho voyage, Of 
these eleven died and wero buried at sea, 
thirty-seven recovered, and four aro still 
sick, and wero transfered ioS.vinburnn Hos- 
pital. Thecauseofdeathrecordcd by theship's 
Burgeon was gastroenteritis. After his daily 
tour on all the ships in the lower bay. Dr. 
Walzer ordered the results of his inspection 
us follows : "rfteunier Bohemia had 52 sick 
during tho voyage, 11 deaths, four in hospi- 
tal; steamer Heligoland supplied with 
choleraine and ordered disinfected; steamer 
Moravia, all well except one case of measles; 
steamer Scandia, all well, disinfection and 
washing continued; steamer Normannia, 
cabin p assengers' baggage disinfected and 
removed; steamer Wyoming, all well; steam- 
er Rugia, thoroughly cleaned and disinfect- 
ed, only one consumptive patient on board." 

Fran KFORT, Ky . Sept. 16.— Asiatic cholera 
was taken up in the legislature, and a 
resolution directing the Governor to peti- 
tion t he President to prohibit immigration 
and the landing from infected points on out- 
costs for sixty days was adopted. 

Indianapolis, Ind. , Sept. 10 — The Stato 
Board of Health to-day authorized tho In- 
dianupolia board lo continue a rigid quaran- 
tine against all truins from New York. 

Ottawa, Sept. hi.— Hon. J. A. Chap- 
leau, Minister of Customs, to-day issued 
the following circular by telegraph to nil 
collectors of customs on the frontiers be- 
tween t he United States and the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec: "lie on tho look- 
out and report to the Department of Agri- 
culture any suspicious imports from infected 
localities, and net promptly end efficiently 
as quarantine officers, according to the in- 
structions which will lie sent to you by the 
Department of Agriculture according to 
law," The Department of Agriculture will 
also issue tho regulations this afternoon. 

Quebec, Sept. 16.— Official reports from 
quarantine this morning say tliat all is well 
on the Lako Huron, which is detained there. 
The following despatch has just been re- 
ceived from Grosse iale : "Passengers on 
board the Lako Huron were landed this 
morning. No cholera among them. The 
Wandrahm will probably bo released this 
week." 

Hamburg, Sept. 10. — Tho thermometer 
to-day has varied between 70 and 75. Tho 
air has been somewhat humid and oppress- 
ive, and tho city has Buffered. Tho fresli 
cases to-dav have numbered 087, or seven 
less than yesterday. The deaths 21,'5, or 10 
more than yesterday ; burials 340, or 15 
more than yesterday. The hospitals are 
treating 3,098 patients. Outside the hos- 
pitals there arc practically no patients. 

Dr. Ahlborn lias published a pamphlet 
containing his observations of the plague in 
this citv during the last fortnight in Aug- 
ust. He says he noticed that tho water 
tap? wero stopped with moss, full of lirvo- 
Zoa and annelide. Tho reservoirs wero cov- 
ered with moss, this forming breeding neBts 
for the commi-baccilli, hence tho lightning 
rapidity with which the disease Mpread 
through the city. 

Paris, Sept. 10. — U.S. Minister Coolidge 
started to-day for Cherbourg to cable to 
Washington his report on tho sanitary con- 
dition of France. 

London, Sepf. 10.— Tho steamship Helen 
Pauber, from Hamburg, arrived at Grange- 
mouth last evening, and was inspected and 
allowed to come to tho dock. To day the 
second oflicor was taken sick with choleraic 
complaint, and taken to a hospital. While 
in Hamburg ho lived in a houso in which 
were 12 cholera patients. 

Bradstrecta' Itenort. 

San Francisco, Sept. 16. — The Brad- 
street Mercantile agency reports 13 failures 
in the Pacific Coast States and Territories 
for tho week ending yesterday, as com- 
pared with nine for tho previous week, and 
14 for tho corresponding week of 1801, Tlio 



failures for tho past week are divided 
among tho trades as follows: 

Two millinery, 2 grocery, 1 stationery, 
1 men's furnishing goods, 1 aaloon, 1 cigars 
and tobacco, 1 hotel, 1 general merchan- 
dise, 1 manufacturer of cigars, 1 tailor and 
1 commission fruits.t 



HOMESTEAD AND DUQUESNE RIOTS 

The Aftcrclap as Manifested In tho Pro- 
ceeding! Bcforo tho Conns. 

PiTTsnuRu, Sept. 10.— Tho grand jury, 
to-day, handed down truo bills against 29 
participants in tho Duqucsno riota. They 
are charged with unlawful assemblage in 
connection with tho trouble at Duqucsne 
on August 4. Tho informations were all 
made by A. T. F. Love, secretary of tho 
Carnegie Steel company, before Alderman 
MacMasters. The cases against tho Home- 
stead rioters wero also before tho grand 
jury, to-day, but will not bo returned until 
next week. Hugh O'Donncll, of Home- 
stead, was arrested to-day charged with 
tho murder of Detective Klein. Ho was 
committed to jail. His application for 
releaso on bail will ho presented to-morrow.

Vienna, Sept. 10.— At tho continued 
trial of tho twenty-two Customs officers 
and merchants of the Duchy of Bukoviru, 
accused of accepting and giving bribes, in- 
volving a loss to the Stute of millions of 
florins, a witness testified that he had been 
sent by the Minister of Finance to inves- 
tigate the frauds. Upon hearing thi3 tes- 
timony, Herr Danoezek committed uuicide. 

imoIoiih Strikers, 

BRUSSELS, Sept. 10.— The striking bauds 
of tho Latch factories at Prammont en- 
gaged in a serious riot ou Wednesday. 
After a short encounter the mob was dis- 
persed by the military. 

A Protestor Shot. 

Vienna, Sept. 15.— As a number of stu- 
dents were leaving tho gymnasium at Tar- 
nepel, yesterday, a Ind named Johann 
Sohwed drew a revolver and, without a 
word of warning, fired at Prof. Felix 
Glowtcki, killing turn instantly. Schwed 
then blow his own brains out. 

The Kaiser and ItlHtnarcU. 

London, Sept. 10. — Tho Standard's Ber- 
lin correspondent says : "The Kaiser has 
notified Bismarck of the birth of his daugh- 
ter, and the latter has shown his appreciation 
through an article in tho Hamburger Naoh- 
richten, saying that tho attack on him in 
tlio Nordeutche Allgemeine Zeitung, is un- 
official, and emanated from the rumors of 
his (Bismarck's) reinstatement in power, 
which, however, are unfounded." 

RIectlon of Kindt Pope. 
ROUE, Sept. 10. — In reply to the petition 
of tho South American and North American 
Jesuits, the Pope has made October 15 tho 
date of the election of the Jesuit general to 
succeed the Very Rev. Anthony Audcrledy, 
who died on January 15. 

Winding up flaring Itros. 

London, Sept. 1G — The governor of the 
Bank of England states to day that Hiring 
Bros.' liabilities have been reduced to 
£5,093,613, of which turn £5,045,000 is duo 
to tho Bank of England. It is expected 
that tho uU'aira of tho firm will bo wound 
up without calling upon the guarantors. 

Train Wreck In Portugal. 

LISBON, Sept, 10. — A passenger train waa 
wrecked about twenty inilea from here, 
eight killed, seven seriously injured. The 
cause of the accident was a loose rail. 



FINANCIAL EXCITEMENT. 

Failure of the Provident Hank and Building 
Society— About the lilrkbeck. 

London, Sept. 10. — Tho Provident Bank 
and Building Society, to-day, posted a no- 
tice of suspension. Tho Provident Society 
was founded ,'i0 years ago, and has a larco 
number of small depositors. Since the 
stoppage of tlio London and General Bank, 
ami the run on tho Birkbeck bunk began, 
tho demands of the Proviilent's depositors 
have increased to such a degree as to absorb 
all the available funds. Unlike tho Birk- 
beck the Provident was unable to bear tho 
strain and notice of suspension was there- 
fore given. The liabilities amount to £17S,- 
000. It is believed that all tho liabilities 
will ho paid in full. 

The Birkbeck bank, in Chancery lane, is 
involved in the failure of tho London and 
General bank (limited), I bo Liberator Per- 
manent Building and Investment Society, 
and the House and Land Investment Trust 
(limited). The manager says : Our total 
liabilities, which wo may he called to pay 
on demand, amount to i'5,G74,000. Wo 
have securities, on which wo can immedi- 
ately reali/.o £5,644,000. Tho public has 
no just cause for alarm, for tho Birkbeck 
building societies have their money locked 
up in land and buildings. Over £2,000,000 
of our securities aro held in the Bank of 
England, nnd we cun raise money on them 
within an hour. 

Munagor RavenBoroft of the Birkbeck 
Bank, to-day gave out an official statement 
to the effect that from September 2, when 
the London and General Hank suspended, 
until September 15, tho Bitkhcck had paid 
out £1,578,005 pounds, and had received 
£250 ) 7.'i8. Confidence in tho bank' seems to 
bo restored. 



Unlet In the Choctaw Nation, 

South McAllister, Sept. 10. — All is 
again quiet in tiio Choctaw Nation. Tlio 
trouble has Mown over, nnd tho armed 
forces have been dispersed. It looked much 
liko wnr until 4 o'clock this evening, when 
an agreement was reached.

The Hamburg-American Steamship 
Co.'s Officers Decline to Recognize 
Provincial Quarantine. 



(From our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Sept. 10.— The Government of 
Jamaica has notified Canada that a quaran 
tine has been imposed by that Colony on all 
vessels arriving from tho Atlantic ports of 
North and South America. 

The contract for mails to Great Britain 
has been renewed with the Allan Lino for 
12 months from December 24. 

The importation of rags from Great Bri- 
tain has been prohibited. - 

Tho case ngainst Arnold! was tried at the 
assizes to-day. The Judge, in summing up, 
said there was no proof that ho had obtain- 
ed money under false pretences, bat he 
thought a misdemeanor had been committed. 
At the request of counsel, however, he 
decided to let the point bo considered by 
tho full court to-morrow. 

Now postollices have been opene'd at 
Yale, Kootenay district, New Denver nnd 
St. Elmo. Two pile bcacona carried away 
at tho edge of Sturgeon bank, at tho mouth 
of the Eraser river, have been replaced. 

Tho beacon at the summit of Castle 
Islet, Barclay Sound, were re-erected by 
the crow of tho Sir James Douglas last 
month. 

Tho Cabinet this afternoon decided to 
enforce u rigid quarantino on all trains 
along the frontier from New York. Post- 
masters aro warned to fumigate tho mails. 
At Quebec a serious state of affairs 
exist8. Largo numbers of immigrants 
have just arrived with through tickets 
for the States. Tho C. P. R. and 
Grand Trunk refuse to carry them. Tho 
immigrants aro walking the streets. Tho 
steamship companies have to return them to 
Europe. The local authorities aro support- 
ing them in tho meantime. Tho Hamburg 
ship Wandrahm was fumigated and given a 
clean bill of health by tho Federal authori- 
ties, but tho Quebec officials refuse to allow 
her to proceed to Montreal. Mr. Mundor- 
loh, agent of tho Hamburg line, who was 
here to-day, was told to take proceedings in 
tho courts against tho Province to vindicate 
his rights.

HALIFAX, Sept. 10. — Three members of 
the crew of tho British hark Hope, wrecked 
in a gale on August 22, were brought to 
this port to-day, having been rescued from 
a raft on the Grand Banks, after floating 
four days. Their captain, David Jenkins, 
the mate and four of the crew were drowned. 
Tho vessel was turned completely over in 
tho gale, and the crow made a raft of the 
lumber with which the vessel was laden. 
One by one they were washed oil" uutil only 
the boatswain, William Reis, and seamen 
Arthur Joliffe and John Nichol remained. 
They floated four days without food or 
drink, and their sufferings wero intense. 

volition Dismissed. 

WlHNIPEO, Sept. 1G. — Tho petition filed 
by Mr. Hoblin, lender of the Opposition, 
against tho candidate who defoated him, 
for brihery, has been dismissed. 

Killed In the Bllncs. 

Halifax, Sept. 10. — A miner named A. 
Logan was killed at the Montague gold 
mines, Waverley, this morning. Ho was being 
hoisted up the shaft in a bucket, when the 
ropo caught, tlio bucket overturned and tlio 
poor fellow being dashed to the bottom, be- 
ing killed instantly. Ho was 2S years of 
age, and leaves a wife and four children. 

NorlH UcKt Farming. 

ClIARLOTTETOWN, P. E. I,, Sept. 16. — A 

company has been formed on this island 
with the'object of carrying on agricultural 
pursuits in the Northwest. Tho President 
ia Hon. D. Ferguson, and the principal dir- 
ectors are J. H. Haslam, Fred. K. Perkins, 
and W. H. Stewart, secretary and treasurer. 
Messrs. Ferguson and Haslam will leave foi 
the Northwest about October 1, for the pur- 
pose of acquiring land and arranging f.ir the 
commencement of farming operations next 
spring. 

CARDINAL HOWARD. 

Death of this Eminent and Talented Prelate. 

London, Sept. 10.— Tho death of Cardinal 
Howard is announced from Brighton. He 
was the only son of tho lato Edward Gyles 
Howard, son of Edward Charles Howard, 
youngest brother of Bernard Edward, fif- 
teenth Duke of Norfolk. In his youth ho 
served as tin officer in the 2nd Life Guards, 
but when 20 years old was a priest at Rome, 
and attached himself entirely to the service 
of Pius IX. For about a year ho was em- 
ployed in India in the matter of the Goa' 
schism, and tlio rest of his ecclesiastical 
career was spent in Italy. His graceful and 
dignified bearing was familiar to frequenters 
at St. Peter's, in which Basilica Archbishop 
Howard holds tho oflice of arch-pricst'a 
vicar. He was consecrated Archbishop of 
Neocissaria, in parlibus injitlrfium, in 1S72, 
when ho was made coadjutor Bishop of 
FruBcati, an office which he held for oniy a 
few weeks.

General 
Stevenson arrived from Ashevillc at an early 
hour, nnd was met by and escorted to the 
hotel by tho military and members of tho 
campaign clubs. After Ireukfast an in- 
formal reception was bold, and hundreds 
paid their respects. Mrs. Stevenson also 
held a reception, which waa attended by 
many ladies. At noon general Stevenson 
spoko in the grovo in front of St. Mary's 
College before thousands of porsonB. He ex- 
pressed profound gratitude for tho reception, 
here and ever sinco he had entered theState 
of North Carolina. Ho was heartily cheered 
when ho said all the best interests of the 
peoplo would bo saved by tho election of 
Cleveland, and also when ho eulogised tho 
Cleveland Administration ns confessedly 
pure, with no scandals in its appointments 
to office.

Tho Recorder cays that many fricndB 
of Sullivan believe ho was drugged with 
opium at New Orleans. Sullivan has been 
a sick man ever since his arrival horo.

Tho Poorman mill has been running at in- 
tervals, this summer, with very gratifying 
results.

Another rich striko of gold rock ha3 been 
made in tho neighborhood of the Poorman.

Prompt Preventive and Protective 
Measures Against! tlio Possible 
Advent of Cholera. 



To Prevent Existing Evils Among: 
B.C. Chinese-vSuffocatcd by 
an Escape of Cias. 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 

Tohonto, Sept. 10. — Prompt measures 
have boon taken l>y the local nud provincial 
boards hi health iii view of the possibility 
of cholera being introduced from New 
York, For the past two weeks a staff of 
twenty special deputies and sanitary in- 
spectors bave been at work in tlio city, and 
as a result its sanitary conditions aro now 
as favorable as possible. Tlio provincial 
health authorities, by Order-in-Council, 
have secured tho appointment of sanitary 
inspectors, who will board all trains and 
vessels from New York, and will have full 
power to deal with any cases of cholera 
which may be found. 

At a meeting held hero of delegates from 
the various church missionary societies, of 
Eastern Canada, it was decided to petition 
tho Dominion Government to take some 
steps to abate the evils which exist among 
the Clnneso in British Columbia. 

Two men were found dead to-day in a 
bedroom over Botham's drug store. A 
double gas jet in tho room full on showed 
the causo of their death. From papers 
found in their clothes, their names appear 
to bo Robert Hamilton and Frank Harper. 
It is believed they had just arrived in the 
city from the lumber shanties in the Parry 
Sound district. 

Willoughby Cumming, accountant of the 
Empire and n well known resident of To- 
ronto, is dead.

M. and L. Young, New England Bakery, 
Government street, were refused a hotel 
license, and a transfer was granted for the 
American. 

The Court was well attended, and Mr. 
Eberts, appearing for Mr. Boss), rose and 
objected to " my learned friend, Mr. Hall," 
banding in petitions at the eleventh hour, 
without giving his opponents a chance to 
counter-balance or refute them. He asked 
if the Court would make no rule in this 
particular. Mr. Hall hud had an oppor- 
tunity of petitioning without any oppor- 
tunity of tho other side being allowed 
to examine tho petition or verify 
tho signatures thereto.

THE CHOLERA'S PROG HESS. 

Tho cholera has passed through Russia 
and has committed tleplorablo ravages in 
Germany. Hamburg is the only city in 
Western Europe in which the diseaso has 
<lone much harm, and there it is on tho de- 
crease. Tho contagion has reached Franco 
and lias touched the shores of Great Britain, 
but in neither country has it dono much 
harm. A TigilantaiulanelTectiveriuarantine, 
and sound and stringent health regulations 
have prevented tho disease spreading in- 
land. Great Britain ia said to be, at pro- 
sent, completely frco from the disease, and 
in Franco it is dying out. Lt made its np- 
pearanco in Antwerp, but it doo3 not appear 
to have spread to any of the othtir towns of 
Belgium. 

Tho disease has, however, crossed tho At- 
lantic. Several passenger ships brought it 
with them to tho shores of America. Deaths 
.from cholera had taken place on board of 
the Moravia, tho Rugia, the Normahnia, 
the Scondia and tho Wyoming. New York, 
largo as it is, and rich as it is, was unpro- 
pared for tho visitation, and the passen- 
gers, many of them in delicate health, suf- 
fered much before they were nllowed to 
laud. The inhabitants of Firo Island and 
tho Beach in its neighborhood tried to pre- 
" vent tho landing of tho passengers of tho 
Normnnnia by force. Their inhospitality 
and cruelty caused much suffering, but 
Governor Flower ordered tho naval reserve 
and soveral companies of the GOth. and 130th 
regiments of state militia to go to Fire 
Island and secure the safe lauding of tho 
passengers. This was dono, and tho de- 
tained passengers are now comfortably 
lodgod in tho Surf Hotel on tho Island. 
Tho telegraphic despatches say that tho 
■quarantine on tho Island is very far from 
being well observed, boat loads of people 
landing on it and the visitors mingling 
freely with the newly landed passengers. 

The cholera has made its appearance in 
■ihe city of New York. Tho cases have as 
yet been fow, and a serious outbreak is not 
anticipated. Inland cities have, it appears, 
taken tho alarm, and thero is talk of de- 
claring non-intercourse with New York. 

There has not bcon aa yet, as far as is 
known, a single case of cholera in Canada. 
Complaints are made of the condition of 
Grosso Tslo station, and it was condemned by 
tholnternational Committee, but theGovern- 
nient has exerted itself to put tho station in 
as good a condition as circumstances will 
allow. One of the requirements, and a very 
important one, cannot be attended to imme- 
diately. This is a deep-water wharf at 
which passengers and their baggago could 
be landed and the ahips disinfected. This 
seems to ho regarded by tho experts as a 
sine, qua non of a Quarantine station for sea- 
ports such as Quebec and Montreal, and its 
absenco is looked upou as a reproach to tho 
Dominion. It was, however, found that 
when the time of trial came the quarantino 
station of IS'ew York, considering what was 
required of it, was not in a much better con- 
dition than that of Montreal. 

Both in the United States and Canada 
the threatened visitation of tho cholera gave 
rise to a conflict of authority which it was 
feared might be productive of serious con- 
sequences. When President Harrison de- 
clared by proclamation a quarantine of 
twonty days for all ships from ports in- 
fected by the cholera. Dr. Jenkins, Port 
Physician of New York, declared that he 
would not rccogni/.e its authority, and 
that he would, under the law of tho 
State, release any vessel us soon 
an, in his judgment, her passengers 
and cargo could be landed with safety. It 
was said that if Dr. Jenkins attempted to 
exerciso hn.autliority in contravention of 
tho President's proclamation tho Customs 
House officials would interfere to prevent 
the landing of either goods or passengers. 

In Quebec the Provincial Board of Health, 
as our readers have seen, issued stringent 
regulations under the authority of the Pro- 
vincial Government. It was said that these 
regulations conflicted with tho authority of 
tho General Government and that if an at- 
tempt wero mado to enforce them thero 
would be a strugglo for supremacy between 
tho two Governments. But thero will be no 
such strugglo. Both Governments having 
no other object than tho preservation of tho 
public health, will find a way to effect that 
object without a clash of authority. Good 
aeuse and public spirit in the same way 



prevented a collision between tho Federal 
and tho State authorities in New York. 

It is believed that tho season will pass 
without an outbreak of cholera on this con- 
tinent. The weather ia already becoming 
cooler, and tin cholera requires for its de- 
velopment, besides a dirty city, n high 
temperature. The consequence is that on 
this aide of tho Atlantic the progress of tho 
diseaso is watched without much oxcito- 
nient. 

DEFENCELESS. 

It is abundantly evident that the Albert 
Head Quarantine station is in it3 present 
condition absolutely useless for tho purpose 
for which it was established. It is desti- 
tute of all tho appliances which a quaran- 
tine station should have. It is difficult of 
approach, both by sea and land. It has no 
wharf to accommodate craft of any kind. 
The building could afford n rude shelter for 
a few people for a very short timo and little 
more. Thoy could not bo lodged properly 
and they could not be fed. There aro no 
conveniences for cooking on- anything like 
a largo scale, and tho water supply is un- 
certain and terribly scanty. To make 
matters worse the station hua no kind of 
communication with tho capital or other 
inhabited parts of tho provinco. It is cer- 
tainly isolated, but its isolation is tho isola- 
tion of desolation. 

Ib ia difficultto understand how tho station 
could bo left so miserably equipped iu 
every rospect. The want of water 
alone must condemn it as a station 
to bo used cither aa a hospital or for the 
temporary abode of persons in good health 
who have been exposed to a contagious dis- 
ease. The station should have a plentiful 
and never-failing supply of good water. If 
a fire should break out in tho building, it 
would, if it gained the least headway, be 
impossible to extinguish it. Tho persons 
left shelterless by the tiro would ba iu a 
most pitiable condition in that desoluto 
place. 

Neither the Government of tho Dominion 
nor the people of this Provinco should for 
one moment shut their oyes to tho fact, that 
as regards the diseases which the quaran- 
tine is established to guard against, the 
Pacific Coast of the Dominion is perfectly 
defenceless. Tho Albert Head Quarantine 
Station is a nanio and very little more. It 
is really in its present condition no station 
at all. How far it is sufe to leave ono of 
the principal gates of the Dominion un- 
guarded any man of common intelligence 
can judge. 

Suppose the cholera or the smallpox wore 
to break out in a Victoria or 
Vancouver-bound Bhip carrying say ono 
hundred and fifty souls, what could bo dono 
with tho3o actually suffering from tho 
disease, and what disposal could be made 
of the passengers and crew until it should 
bo safe to allow them to come in contact 
with the inhabitants of the towns? How 
could tho cargo of the ship and the baggago 
of tho passengers bo disinfected ? Where 
could the ship be taken to to have these 
processes effectively and with safety to the 
community performed ? Disinfection and 
isolation could only bo done in a partial and 
ineffective manner, and tho passengers and 
crew, if they were not allowed, as was 
lately tho caso, to land and mix with the 
rest of tho community as soon as tho ves- 
sel arrived, would bo condemned to undergo 
any number of hardships and discomforts, 
which to persona in ill-health or at all 
delicately nurturod would bo intolerable. 

Tho Dominion Government cannot act 
about putting Albert Hoad in a fit condi- 
tion to receive persons who require to bo 
quarantined, too soon. We have no doubt 
that tho Provincial autlioritiea have repre- 
sented to it the helpless condition of tho 
province as regards quarantine arrange- 
ments, and the risk that is run by allowing 
them to remain as thoy are. 

SOME DIFFERENCES. 

It ia asserted that becauso Homo Rule 
has been successful in Canada, it muat 
necessarily be successful in Ireland. Those 
who take this ground do not sufficiently 
consider tho very great difference that there 
is between the condition and the circum- 
stances of the provinces that form tho Do- 
minion of Canada and those of Ireland. 
The provinces wero separate colonies, each 
managing its own affairs in its own way. 
When they becamo confederated each col- 
ony gave up part of its powers and its in- 
dependence for the sake of union. So, un- 
der confederation, tho different provinces 
aro less independent and possess fewer 
powers than they did btforo the union was 
effected. But tho Irish Homo Rulers are 
endeavoring to acheive a result exactly tho 
reverse of this. Thoy want for their coun- 
try greater powers und a moro extensive 
jurisdiction than it now enjoys. Whatthey 
demand ia not union but separation. Tho 
example of Canada, properly considered, 
should make the Irioh contented with their 
condition as part of the Empire of Great 
Britain. Tho soveral colonies of 
British America gave up powers 
and privileges for tlio sake of union. They 
havo boon contented and prosperoua in 
their subordinate poaition. They do not 
think of asking for a repeal of tho Union. 



They do not want homo rule suck as tho 
Irish auitators are asking for, which can 
hardly be distinguished from independence. 

We aro now speaking of the provinces of 
th o Dominion in their relation to tho 
Federal Government. With respect to the 
Federal Government itself, Mr. Goidwin 
Smith, in a recent letter to the Times, 
accuses Mr. Blake of putting its relation to 
the Mother Country iu a falso light. Ho 
maintains that the tendency of Canada has 
been, not towards a closer union with Great 
Britain, but towards independence. Ho 
says : 

Once more an attempt is being made to 
lure Great Britain over tho precipice of dis- 
memberment by falso lights cast from Can- 
adian history. This time it ia the Canadiun 
Mr. Edward Blake, who, it seams, has been 
assuring tho British public that tho effect 
of Home Rulo conferred on Canada was tho 
immediate transformation of a malcontent 
and rebellious into u contented and loyal 
colony. « Ilia inference ia that tho sumo 
happy change will be wrought by Homo 
Rulo in Ireland. Mr. Blaku fails, na all 
who have dealt with the subject on his side 
have failed, to distinguish between Homo 
Rule and independence. If they observed 
that distinction they might see that tho 
lesson of Canadian history is tho opposite 

of that which they assume 

That which was conforrcd upon the colonies 
after the rebellion, in 1841, was not Home 
Rule, but independence, legislative, admin- 
istrative, and fiscal 

The course of events iu tho other North 
American colonies was the sumo that it was 
iu the two CanacUs. Homo Rulo— that is, 
a colonial Parliament under Imperial con- 
trol—was granted to each of them, and the 
grant was tho signal for a struggle on the 
part of the colony in each case to got rid of 
tho Imperial control and improvo Homo 
Rule into independence. 

The real moral of Canadian history, then, 
and of tho history of tho North American 
colonies generally, is that, by conceding 
Homo Rule, insteud of satisfying, you atim 
ulate aspirations and sot on foot a struggle 
for independenco which, if tho dependency 
can find an ally in British faction, ia suro to 
end in a completo surrender on tho part of 
tho Imperial country. , 

Dr. Smith tells tho British public that 
Mr. Blake twenty years ago put himself at 
the head of a young Liberal party, tho til 
timate aim of which waa understood to be 
iudopendence, pure and simple, in op- 
position to the Liberals of the old school, 
who clung to British connexion. 

Tho lesson to be learned from the ex- 
ample of Canada, according to Goidwin 
Smith, is that in the matter of Home Rule, 
if you give a people an inch they will take 
or try to take an ell.

Everything is ready at this end for tho 
incorporation of a construction company 
with a capital of five million dollars to 
carry out the work. Letters of incorpora- 
tion will be filed in a fow days, tho name of 
tho company to bo tho British Pacific Con- 
struction Company, having ample powers to 
build, construct and operate tho railway 
line, and to develop tho natural resources of 
tho country.

Mr. Geo. Dickenson, assistant general 
superintendent of tho Northern Pacific 
railway at Tacoma, yesterday wired to 
Mr. E. E. Blackwood, tho company's agent 
hero, making enquiries as to whether thero 
wero any cases ot infectious disease in town, 
and also wishing to know what steps, if 
any, the city authorities are taking to 
clean the city. A reply was immediately 
sent that thero aro no cases of infectious 
disease in tho city, and that the Board of 
Health is taking all precautions to have 
tho city thoroughly cleaned and to keep 
it so. 

In speaking of tho matter, yesterduy, 
Mr. Blackwood said : '"It would he a good 
idea, I think, for you to suggest through 
tho Colonist that the city authorities 
should, while there is possible danger of un 
epidemic, such as of cholera, etc, regularly 
communicato with the cities on the Sound, 
giving tho different Boards of Health in- 
formation about what is being douo hero in 



Sanitary Troubles. 

Aid. Bragg, Chairman of tho Municipal 
Sanitary committee, was around tho City 
Hall yesterday with an extremely wrathful 
countenance, Not long ago his committee 
had iifteen men under its control, but when 
times got hard tho Mayor and Hoard of 
Aldermen reduced the number to ten. Tho 
small pox scaro then started and a further 
reduction was made which brought 
tho staff down to fivo — a number 
utterly insufficient to attend to tin 
sanitary arrangements of the city 
but this number was further re 
duced by one, and yesterday's kick 
with tho chairman of tho Sanitary Board 
was that ho had been deprived of the ser- 
vices of tho lone quartette, not a single man 
remaining a't his disposal. 

" Complaints aro pouring in every hour of 
tho day," said the Alderman, " and I have 
not a man to attend to them. I am in- 
formed that tho Mayor has given instruc- 
tions that tho men who used to bo under 
control of our committee are now to bo 
under Engineer Wilmot. Tho engineer 
has ordered tho only available men 
wo have to work upon tho Du- 
pont sewer, und we aro now without a 
man to look after the sanitary condition of 
the city or to attend to any of tho numer- 
ous complaints wo have received. If the 
Mayor and the engineer aro going to run 
the Sanitary committee then there is no 
courso open to us but to resign, und let 
them run it. We won't stand the blame." 

Aid. Lovcll, who Was subsequently seen, 
said that thero were no funds at the dis- 
posal of the council. They were doing 
their best, but they had not tho means to 
do the work properly. The fire brigade 
were flushing the sewers. 

The Muyor holds it to he the duty of the 
sanitary officer to enforce tho sunitary by- 
law and make tho householders do work 
which has hitherto been considered a public 
duty. 

" Between both parties the city suffers," 
said Aid. Bragg. "There is no dumping 
ground for city refuse, and yet, by law, 
householders are supposed to keep their 
premises freo from objectionable matter. 
Tho sanitary officer cannot bo blamed when 
he is now endowed with no forco to carry 
out the law which ho is appointed to enforce. 
There is not at present a man at his dis- 
posal.

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IIONOLULU HAPPENINGS. 



Cabinet Crisis— Tho Gpvernment De- 
feated and Wilcox Called Upon to 
Form au Administration. 



Condition of the Hawaiian Commercial 
and Sugar Co.— Relations of 
ciaus Spreekels. 



San FhaNCISCO, Sept. 10. — Advices from 
Honolulu by the steamer China, t)iis morn 
ing, state that tho Legislature had passed a 
vote of no confidence in tho ministry, who 
theroupon resigned. Tho Queen hid not 
named a cabinot up to the timo tho steamer 
sailed. 

When spoken to, to-day, Hawaiian Con 
sul McKinley said he had received no ad- 
vices of the resignation. "Wilcox held 
the balance of power in the Legislature," said 
he, " and as soon as he felt himself strong 
enough he sprang his want of confidence mo- 
tion. I don't think it will affect tho relations 
of Hawaii with America, nor will it hurt 
tho country any; hut it may bo the means 
of putting Wilcox in power, but then, he is 
a clever und an exceedingly shrewd man. 
Tho Queen, however, would not do anything 
without first consulting C. R. Bishop and 
S. Damon, of tho banking houso of Bishop 
k Co., and ho will in a measure bo governed 
by their advice. The present position of the 
Hawaiian Commercial Co. will not affect 
Hawaii either, as the financial condition of 
the company has been known among all the 
planters for some time past. 

Tho stock of tho Hawaiian Commercial 
and Sugar Co., 10,000 shares of the par value 
of §100, was put on tho market in 1SS2, and 
with a monthly dividend of 60 cents per 
Bharo, became a favorito investment and 
sold us high as Sb7. Tho dividends soon 
ceased, and us much money was being spent 
in equipping the plantation in the Hawaiian 
Wanda, an indebtedness of §1,000,000 was 
incurred. At nno time it was feared an as- 
sessment of $10 would be levied, and on this 
tho shares fell to twenty-five cents. 
Claus Spreekels, however, took £he 
company's bonds in the above amount, 
advanced tho money, and carried tho com 
puny through to a point whero dividends 
were resumed. There was a recovery in tho 
stock to 540. During tho last two years 
tho company's affairs have steadily gone 
from bad to worse. Among local stock and 
bond brokers it is believed tho interest duo 
on the bonds and payable October 1, 1S112, 
cannot be paid, and will be defaulted, and 
that Claus Spreekels, who holds the bonds, 
in order to protect himself will ho forced 
to foreclose on the company's property. 



SETTLEIIEXjT IN WASHINGTON. 

How the Northern Pacific Is Promoting De- 
velopment on tho Pacific. Coast. 

SeatVLB, Sept. 10.— P. B. Oroat, general 
immigration agent of tho Xorthcm Pacific 
railroad, is in tho city. In his opinion im 
migration to tho Coa3t is good, and con 
sists not so much of foreigners as of people 
from tho middlo West. People from New 
York, Pennsylvania and other far Eastern 
states usually go to such states us 
Illinois, Iowa, Wisconsin or Min- 
nesota, where they can get cheap land. 
After a few years they sell their 
farms, worth $20orS.'J0 an acre, and movo to 
Eastern Washington, where they can get 
land for $S or $10 au acre, and better laud 
at that. We are not holding railway land 
at high prices, for our policy is to sell it at 
moderate prices and induce settlement. 
Thero is no great movement of emigration 
from the Dakotas to Manitoba ; in fact, the 
immigration into Canada and tho emigration 
from Canada to the United States just about 
balances. About a year ugo tho Canadian 
Government sent missionaries to South Da- 
kota to procure settlers, and when they 
found a man who had a S 100 or froOO mort- 
gage on his farm they took it up and paid 
his fare to Manitoba, whero they settled 
him on a farm on the Manitoba and North- 
western railroad. Thero ho would remain 
practically a slave to a laud company until 
lie had paid back the money they had ad 
vunced to him. 

We are making arrangements for the 
shipping of fruit from all parts of Washing 
ton, and are giving tho business every en 
couragement. We are fitting up refriger 
ator cars, with Miller platforms, air brakes 
and all the appliances for running them on 
passenger trains. As a result, shipment 
from the State arc rapidly growing. At 
North Yakiina, on Tuesday, I saw be- 
tween 200 and 300 boxes of peaches and 
melons shipped to Seattle and Tacoma. Fruit 
shipments to tho Eist are also growin 
rapidly, and the railroad company is using 
its efforts to build up tho fruit trade witl: 
Montana and tho Dakotas. It is only i 
question of getting water on tho land in 
Eastern Washington, Western Wushin 
ton also offers a fine opportunity for people 
to put a few acres under cultivation, for the 
crops are so largo that, though it costs a 
good deal for clearing, a man docs not have 
to clear much to make a good living, 
whether he puts it in vegetables, hops or 
fruit. A man with fifteen acres cleurod 
and planted will have as good a thing as a 
man with a much larger acreage of prairie 
laud. 



DISCOVERY OF THE PACIFIC. 

San Diego's Celebration, on tho 2l!tli Instant 
not so Big as Contemplated, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.— The directors of 
tho celebration at San Diego, Cal, com- 
memorating the 350th anniversary of the 
discovery of the Pacific Coast by Cabrillo, 
havo asked tho Federal officials to make a 
civil, militia and naval display in 
connection therewith. The celebration 
occurs on tho 38th inst. Pecauso of a lack 
of appropriation to meet tho expenses of 
transportation, tho War Department has 
been compelled to refuse the request for a 
detail of tho militia for tho department of 
tho Pacific, but tho Navy Department will 
send the Charleston und the Thetis to aid 
in making tho occasion a memorable one. 
• After the celebration is concluded, if the 
condition of affairs in Costa Rica i3 then 
deemed of such a nature to warrant it, 
tho two vessels will probably bo sent to 
that country.

HENRY CLEWS' CIRCULAR. 

Tho Position of Affairs Eminently Satisfac- 
tory—The Value of National Invest- 
ments Increasing. 

In thoir latest New York circular, dated 
September 10th, instant, Henry Clows & 
Co. say : 

'•'Tho lato improving tendencies in tho in- 
vestment markets have sustnincd a severe 
check from tho wide prevalenco of cholera 
in lijropo, and the dauger of its getting a 
foothold in tho United States. Thus far, 
we have been able to keep tho pestilence 
outside our gates; and, so long us tho means 
of warding it off are applied with tho same 
promptness, vigor and intelligence as for 
the last two weeks, thero is good reason to 
hope that our city populations may bo 
saved from invasion by tho disease. 
Still tho prcsenco of tho gloomy para- 
phernalia of quarantino right under our 
eyes, and the constant cable reports of tho 
devastations of the discaso in other coun- 
tries, together with the possibility that its 
subtle blight may find its way through all 
our obstructions, are matters calculated to 
keep up a feeling of insecurity 
until the plaguo has disappeared 
by a process of natural exhaustion. 
It spread in European ports has a very 
direct tendency to check imports of Ameri- 
can products; for not only are merchants at 
the infected ports desirous of holding the 
smallest possible stocks of goods that may 
carry contagion, but their trade is crippled 
and their means of meeting their liabilities 
are becoming seriously impaired; so much 
so, in the case of Hamburg, that the bank- 
ers of that ciiy have found it necessary to 
allow thirty days' grace on obligations ma- 
turing in September. 

Those causes are visibly checking our 
exports of cotton and of food products gen- 
erally, with a corresponding effect upon tho 
prices of tho30 staples. And tho curtail- 
ment of those shipments reduces tho supply 
of export bills, which has a tendency to 
correspondingly stimulate tho export of 
gold. Taking tho case at its worst, it is only 
a matter of a few weeks, when tho troubles 
will end and the effects left behind will be 
confined to the loss of so much population, 
w hilst the movements of trade and finance 
will be resumed with their usual confidence 
and activity. Really, therefore, as tho situ- 
ation presents itself to Wall street, it is 
mainly a matter of ability to endure and to 
sustain values for a comparitively 
brief period. Apart from tho tran- 
sient effects of this alarm, tho 
general position of affairs is au 
eminently satisfactory one. In almost overy 
branch oi industry, production is in full und 
healthy swing. The harvest, together with 
the large surplus of ugriculture brought 
over from last year, gives us a supply of 
products for distribution not even surpassed 
by the unparalleled abundance of 1801; eo 
large indeed that we must expect to again 
carry over largo surpluses to next year. 
When that can be said, and when in addi- 
tion it is truo that the spirit of enterprise is 
in every direction conservative, what more 
need bo adduced to give assurance that tho 
situation of our great material interests is 
one that assures an increasing value in our 
national investments ?"

BOARD OF HEALTH OF THE PROVINCE 

OE QUEBEC. 
To the Mayor and Municipal Councillors: 

As Cholera has boon, since a few days, moro 
and more imminent, and may bread out at any 
moment in our midst, it becomes a pressing 
duty lo protect ourselves and to take, in each 
municipality, those measures which will pre 
vent its spreading in tho Province with its 
usual devastation. 

Tho present Circular will indicate to your 
Municipal Council and its local Board of 
Health, what preventive measures must im- 
mediately bo taken to protect jour fellow- 
citizens from tho dreaded discaso. Tho law 
gives you all necessary powers to insure the 
Bufiloient protection of your municipality, and 
it is your duty to use them in tho intercut of 
the whole community. 

PRELIMINARY PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 

1. H ive jour Hoard ot Health in readiness 
toonforcotho execution of our by-laws; ap- 
point a reliable Health Officer— preferably a 
physician, if there is oao redding within the 
municipality— and let him and tho Local Board 
exercise strict surveillance over the whole 
municipality, so as to bo able to act at tho first 
occurrence of the disoaso. In thus organizing 
your defence in advance, you will nut be em 
barrasDod In a case of emergency. 

If our loc d Hoard must meet, at least, onco a 
week, and even more frequently, if necessary, 
to study tno s initary condition of your munlci- 
DOlity. and too to tho execution of tho measures 
hereafter described. 

2. Have t lie water examined, and seo that 
overy family be supplied with pure unpolluted 
water; remi d / too all possible cause of pollu 
Hon, this bouiK.of especially great importance 
when Cholera is about. Cause all suspicious 
wells to ho emptied, cleansed and disinfected 
with Mine, and order the filling up of all wells 
in too close pr oximity to stable i or privy-pits. 
If water works exist in your municipality, see 
that all those who cannot pay for their water 
bo supplied at the expense of tho municipal 
corporation, at all events during the preval- 
ence of Cholera, so that each family will have 
pure water. 

IS. Have an inspection mado of all dwellings 
cellars, dependencies, yards, alleys, stabhs, and 
oilier buildings, drains, sewers, gutters, sink 1 , 
and privy-pits, in short, of any placo or thing 
which may, by its unsanitary condition or 
faulty const ruction, become injurious to health. 
These placis must Immediately bo rendered 
heaithy, so that all what is liable to become 
breeding places for Cholera germs may dis- 
appear. 

Consequently, you must ascertain that all 
cellars, yards, alleys, stables and other dopen 
docoies be thoroughly cle.msed and kept clean 
that filth of any kind bo burnt or removed and 
buritd. Every day, kitchen and other refus 
must bo likewise burnt, or collected In a box to 
be removed, and its contents buried, in order 
that no decomposing matter may remain near 
dwellings. 

Order all manure to bo removed from tho 
vicinity of the house;, all drains and sowers to 
bo put into perf ct condition and privy-pits to 
bo emptied and dlsinfectod. 

Stagnant pools of water and street ditches 
containing liquids In putrefaction or sewage 
must receive your careful attention, lfpossr 
bio to till up, tho poids must bo rendered as 
healthy as possible by drainage or disinfect ion. 
Street, ditches must bo cleansed, especially in 
towns and villagi s. and t ho draining into t hem 
of slops, urine, and particularly tho contents 
of privies, must bo stopped. 

i. Havo an inspection mane of all markets, 
factories, and cemeteries in your municipality, 

Ascertain, every day, through your lnspoc 
tor, that no animal or vegetable refuse remains 
inside or outside markets. Ordoranysuob.ro 
fuse to bo burnt or buried. Have the moats, 
vegetables, and fruits oilcred for salo exam 
Ined. and, if found to be unsound and danger 
ous. havo them confiscated and destroyed. 

Enforce the observance of tho sanitary re 
quirementeof the laws respecting factories and 
workshops No dirt or refuse must bo tolc 
ated inside or outside tho buildings ; tho privies 
must ho kept in a perfect condition ; thero 
should bo no overcrowding and no accumul i 
tion of manufacture I go ds. in onler that oo 
cupanlu may have all nvallablo breathing air. 

See that cemeteries bo in such a condit ton aE 
will prevent their becoming a source ot infec- 
tion to tho neighborhood, and. above all, let 
them not contaminate, by their drainage, any 
well or other source of drinking water. 

5. In order that all tbeso preventive meas- 
ures, although preliminary, yet bo Important, 
bo oontclontiously and effectually executed, it 
is necessary for your Health Officer to person- 
ally visit each houso and working establish- 
ment, and give the instructions r ceded in cacn 
place for the guidance or those living or work- 
ing there, so that, knowing what is expected 
of thorn, they may act accordingly. Give your 
careful attention lo everything, and sutler 
negligence from anyone in the performance of 
thoir duties. 

PRECAUTIONS TO UK TAKEN WHEN CHOLERA 
HAS MADE ITS APPEARANCE. 

1. Ins'itute an active surveillance so as to be 
able to di cover and control any doubtful or 
genuine cnSO of Cholera. Bring before the 
Courts of. Justice thoso neglecting to give you 
the notification required by law. 

2. Notify this hoard immediately, by tele- 
gram, it possible, should any case occur in your 
municipality. 

:t. Placard immediately infected premises. 

i. Seo that, whenever it is possible. Cholera 
patients be immediately removed to tho isola- 
tion hospital, if there is one. It would bo most, 
desirable for your municipality lo havo a 
special building, shed, or tent (barns have 
Bometimea been used with advantage) for the 
isolation of t ho sick. Tho number of infected 
places ia the locality can then be greatly ic- 
duced . 

,0. .Superintend tho Immediate quarantine of 
tho houso and inmates anil the lot upon w hich 
it is situated . Placo a guardian near tho house 
to do tho outside service, and see that quaran- 
tino ho continued until ten complete days after 
tlio disinfcction of tho premises. 

ti, Provide an ambulance or carriago for the 
exclusive conveyance of infected patients to 
the Isolation hospital, as also hearses or carri- 
ages to boused only for tho transportation of 
corpses. These carriages shall be aislnfootcd 
after each uso. 

7, Superintend personally, or through your 
Health Ofilccr or ether qualified person 
specially appointed for the purpose, tho disin- 
fection of infected houses and contents, taeir 
dependencies, stables (evacuations may have 
been thrown there), ambulancosor carriages. 
Such disinfections are to he mado according lo 
tho methods described in the by-laws of our 
Uoai d. 

8. Provide suilablo shelter for families who 
havo to leave their houses during the disin- 
fection. 

!). Superintend tho removal and interment 
of Infected corpses and allow no ono to attend 
tho funeral except tho clergyman, a member of 
tho family, the person removing Hie body, nnd 
the gravediggor. 

lo. Dlsouurugo public meeting? and assem- 
blies and generally any large congregation o( 
individuals. 1 

Eur any information you may rtquire, apply 
to the Board or Health of the Province, No. /(! 
St. Gabriel Street, Montreal. 

Such nro briefly the preventive measures 
which you must take In the interest, of all those 
ontrustOd lo your oarc, and to whom you are In 
law bound to glVO all possible protection. 
There' 1 1 no dilllciilty whatever to be met with 
iu carrying out ihe above prescribed measures 



which ItiB your duty to oxecuto. Yoa havo 
only to sef to work Jirmly and at onco, being 
convinced that tho means offered to you aro 
tho only oni s by which you can prevent and 
fight Cholera, and that there is not a moment 
to bo lost if you desire to protect your munici- 
pality promptly and efficiently. 

Therefore, tho Board of Health of tho Pro- 
vince hopes that, under tho circumstances, you 
will do your duty with courage and resolution, 
and that nothing will bo neglected by you to 
help in averting tho threatened danger and 
keeping bnck tho common foo, if possible, or in 
lighting with energy ngninstlt if it comos 
amongst us. Every family in your municipality 
relies upon your zeal und activity for its pro- 
tection, and it is your duty to act so as to im- 
press upon tho mind of the whole community 
thnt confidence and security which is so useful 
and necessary dining an opldomic.

(Instructions to Families.) 

precautions .'gainst cholera. 

Avoid hardships and exhaustion. 

Avoid excesses in every form, and bo par- 
ticularly moderate in drinking and eating. 

Avoid unripe or unsound fruits; beverages of 
inferior quality; uncooked or underdone food, 
especially vegetables. 

Avoid dampness and chills, iced food and 
drinks. 

Avoid uselessly attending public assemblies. 

Seo that your drinking water ho pure. Boil 
it if you doubt its purity; this should always 
bo dono with well water. It is well also to al- 
ways boll tho mi k. especially as It is often 
adulterated with water. 

Havo your food always of good quality, 
sound and well cooked. 

Pay a groat attention to personal cleanliness 
and also to that of j our clothing. 

Your house, from cellar to garret, must be 
kept scrupulously clean, especially tho cellar, 
which is most generally neglected. Give tree 
entrance to air, light and sun, for they aro the 
best means of making a houso healthy. 

Bo particular that the Boil around your houso 
is not contaminated by Btagnant pools of water 
or animal and vegetable refuse. Remove from 
tho vicinity of your house all rubbish in stale 
of decomposition. Hum all filth and refuse, or 
havo them removed and buried. 

Empty, clem and disinfect all what may ho 
soiled in your house or in its vicinity: cesspools, 
privy pits, water-closets, sinks, drains, gutters, 
manure boxes, stables, and oilier dependencies. 
An excellent practice would bo to lime-wash 
tho walls and ceilings of Ihe cellars, stables, 
and other dependencies. 

Have all defective drains renewed or repaired. 

All tho preventive measures against, cholera 
nro outlined In the following axiom: JAve 
healthily hi a healthy home. 

If there is, in the municipality, an isolation 
hospital, houso or tont, it is most advisable lo 
remove the patient to it. Tho quarantino of 
your houso is thus shortened, as also! tho 
exposure of your family, tho disinfectionof the 
house being then made immediately after the 
removal ot tho patient. 

If tho patient is nut removed to the isolation 
hospital, houso or tent, havo your houso 
placarded, and isolate immediately the patient 
with Ms nurse in a separate room, from which 
curtains, cur-pets and needless furniture have 
been removed und into which tho physician 
und clergyman only shall bo admitted. 

All other members of the household must 
remain quarantined on the premises until dis- 
infection is made, that is to say : shall not 
leave the lot upon which tho houso is situated 
or put themselves in communication withpeoplo 
outside, except wit h tho guardian in attend- 
ance at the door, who will do the outside ser- 
vice for the inmates. 

Doubtful cases of Cholera should bo treated 
os genuine cases, 

When Cholera is about, looseness of tho 
bowels should never bo overlooked, as diar- 
rheal either predisposes individuals to Cholera 
or is the first symptom of Cholera itself. Thus 
especially if there are cases of Cholera in Ihe 
vicinity, the slightest attack of diarrhoea must 
bo attended to at once. 

DISINFECTION. 

Tho principal disinfectants aro tho follow- 
ing: 

1. Fire. 

2. Steam. 

3. Boiling water. 

i. Bichloride of mercury; twodrachins in a 
gallon of water. 

5. Carbolic acid ; four ounces in a gallon of 
water. 

0. Milk of lime, which is prepared as follows: 
Sprinkle gradually quick lime of good qual- 
ity With one-half its weight of water; dilute 
the powder so obtained with twice its volume 
of water. Keep in a carefully closed vessel. 

7. Chloride ot lime in powder or in solution- 
six ounces in a g.tllon of water. 

8. Sulphurous acid by burning three pounds 
of sulphur for each 1.000 cubic feet of space. 

The above disinfectants only are recommend- 
ed by tho Hoard of Health of the Province, 
nud it is in your interest not to put too much 
confidence In the so called disinfectants of the 
trade, most of them being merely deodorizers. 

Disinfectants No. 2 and No. 8 aro used only in 
thegoncral di-infeetion of tho house and its con- 
tents, which disinfection must always he mado 
maler tho supervision of t lie local Hoard of 
Health of tho municipality. 

Is considered infected by cholera : Whatever 
has bcrn soiled by the stools the vomit or ur- 
ine of choleric patient, whatever has remained 
in the patient's room or lies been in contact 
with his clothing or anything that has been 
used by him. 

METHODS OF DISINFECTION. 

Disinfect immediately every thing coming out 
from tho patient's room. 

Crockery and utensils must ho washed in 
boiling wale. - . Remains, of food, together with 
rags or linen, if of littlo value, which have 
been used by the patient, must bo burned. 

Underclothing, sheets, towels, soiled or not. 
by the evacuations, must, in the room, ho put 
into a tub containing solution No. 1 or No. 6. 
to Btoop thoi ein tor I hours, and then be washed 
in boiling water. 

The evacuations of the patient. (\ omits, stool3 
nml urine), must be received in a vessel ono- 
thiid full of one of tho solutions No. i, No. 5, or 
No. H, and immediately t hrown into the waler 
closets or privies. It is most important that 
tsose cvacu it ions be disinfected, for they, more 
than anything else, contain Hie Cholera poison. 
As lung as tho disiase exists, water closet s and 
privy-pits must lie daily disinfected with solu- 
tion No. 4, No. », or No. 0. 

To disinfect themselves, persons must wash 
the whole of their bodies with a solution of car- 
bolic acid: two ounces in a gallon of water. 
The nurso shall often wash his hands with the 
same solution, particularly beforo eating, and 
frequently rlnso his mouth with a solution of 
carbolio acid : one ounce in a gallon of water. 

To purify any place, that has been soiled by 
filth or ref uso, oto., sprinklo with solution No. 
■1, No. 5, or No. 0. 

Tho body of a person who has died from Chol- 
era must bo wrapped in a sheet saturated 
with solution No. I or No. ;">, and put in a coffin 
with 2 pounds of chloride of*)imo. Tho body 
must remain completely isolated in t ho room 
and bo interred within 21 hours after death. 

No ono is allowed to attend the funeral or 
burial except, tho clergyman, ono member of 
the family, tho person removing tho body to 
Iho cemetery, and the graved iggcr. 

Every vehicle used in transporting such 
body togei her with the outside garments of the 
persons Who have dressed or buried it, must be 
Immediately disinfected under the dlreotion of 
tho local Hoard of Health. 

After tho death or recovery of the patient, 
your house, all tho inmates and effects con- 
tained t herein, must lie disinfected under the 
direction of tho local Board of Health and 
according to the regulations of tho Board of 
Health of tho Province. 

Tho quarantino of your house shall not ho 
raised until 10 complete days after its disin- 
fection. 

For other information which you may need, 
apply to the Health Officer or Secretary- 
Treasurer of your municipality. 

Make it your special duly, in your Intorost 
as well as in the intorost of tho wdiolo com- 
munity, to strictly follow tho Instructions 
which are given out lo you, and to help, by 
your co-operation, tho work of tho sanitary 
authorities. 

The Bymptoms of cholera aro diarrheal, tho 
discharges successively showing tho rice water 
characteristics, vomiting, cramps, exhaustion 
and fall of the temperature (algid stage). 

HOW TO OPPOSE CHOLERA. 
When a aaso of cholera declares itself In your 
household notify immediately tho Health Of- 
ficer or the Secretary-Treasurer of your muni- 
pality. sepll

THE COAL QUESTION. 

JniIjo Srcnn Well Stttlsficd of tlio InuncuBC 
Uiidcndoped DopOBlts of the 
Pacific Coast. 

Poui Tovv.nsi'.nd, Sept. 10. — In a letter 
to tho Leader Judge Swan writes s "Many 
persona are of the improssion that tho coal 
field of the region is continued to tho Mur- 
roivstonc Islands opposite 1'ort Townscnd, 
but these islands, when examined on a map 
of tho coal region of Vancouver Island and 
under the Strait of Fuca from Admiralty 
Inlet to Capo Flattery, aro but a mere speelt 
on tho chart. Tho recent discovery and 
opening of the coal mints at Cowiohan, 
about midway between Nanaimo 
and Victoria, has demonstrated the 
fact that the same veins aro 
now worked at Ntiuainio and Departure 
Hay. The Cowiohan mine has been opened 
nearly a year, and already somo of the Eng- 
lish navy vessels havo coaled there, and have 
found tho coal of superior quality. This 
immense body of coal extends under tho 
.Strait of Fuca and crops out at. various 
places from Port Townscnd to Capo Flat- 
tery. In 1800 it was worked at a place bo- 
tween Callam Bay and Pysht, and proved 
to bo of the samo quality as tho Nanaimo 
■coal. 

Evidences at Port Angeles indicate that 
coal exists in the ravine, where years ago n 
landslide formed a dam which caused the 
waters to gather till thoy burst through 
with violence and swept away tho Custom 
House and other buildings whiich were in 
its path. A coal expert told mo that 
when that landslide occurred the evi- 
dences of coal were as good as at Nanaimo, 
and I believe when tho region has been 
tested with a diamond drill it will be iottud 
that Port Angeles has a valuable deposit of 
coal in its near vicinity. Coal also crops 
out at Port Discovery, at or near Hooker's 
lake and Scow bay. But the vein lies deep 
and can only be determined by actual ex- 
periment of boring with a diamond drill. 
Since the emphatic opinion of two such ex- 
perts as Mr. Scott, of Nanaimo, and Mr. 
Lowe, of tho Seattle and Tacoma mines, 
that coal does exist under this whole 
region, our citizens havo begun to wake up 
to a realizing sense of the fact that wo ure 
living over a inino of wealth which, if 
developed, will do more to build up Port 
Townseud than any ono thing, because it 
will not only be tho means of bringing new 
industries in every branch of ironwork, but 
will bring three lines of railroads to our 
harbor."

TRANSCONTINENTAL TRAFFIC. 

The Association Breaking Up— Many of tho 
Roads Withdrawing from .Membership. 

Omaha, Sept. 15. — 10. L. Lomax, general 
passenger agent of tho Union Pacific, who 
has just returned from a four days' meeting 
of the Transcontinental Association, said : 
"Thero is a great deal of unrest among the 
passenger associations, and the situation be- 
gins to look ugly, 1 havo no doubt that 
tho Transcontinental is a thing of the 
past, and yet the roads remaining may 
form a pool against thoso that are 
out, but that is hardly possible. Should 
the Northern Pacific follow the course of 
tho Croat Northern and Canadian Pacific, I 
presume the Union Pacific would be com- 
pelled to do likewise as a matter of self-in- 
terest. We aro not looking for trouble, 
but are compelled to be on the safe side 
when it does overtake us. I am a firm ad- 
vocate of pools. With a pool tho smaller 
or differential roads get as much protection 
an the larger ones, and thoro is a great deal 
moro harmony thau under tho present ar- 
rangement of forming tho roads in a dis- 
trict into associations with equal powers. 
Put tho unrest is not confined alono to the 
Transcontinental Association. Tho Bur- 
lington has given notice of its withdrawal 
from tho Westc" Traffic Association, which 
means that the other roads will follow, and 
that a collapse of that association is pro- 
bable." 

The St. Paul Pioneer Press says that the 
impression prevails thero that tho object of 
the Canadian Pacific's withdrawal is to re- 
lievo itself from all restraint in caso tho 
Great Northern begins to manipulate rates 
after the new year; in any case, tho two 
systems will measure strength when Hill's 
line is finished to Seattle. It is pointed out, 
however, that tho Canadian Pacific's notice 
wua only verbal, while the rules require 
ninety days' written notice, so that the road 
still has two weeks to consider. President 
Hill does not care to offer an opinion as t 
t he probable effect of the break-up of tl 
Transcontinental. General Traffic Managt 
Hannaford, of the Northern Pacific, said 
*' I do not know what action our road will 
take. The Canadian Pacific railroad, I 
presume, withdrew because it did not 
think it was being treated right, but tho 
dates when these withdrawals go into effect 
is so fur ahead, tint I think the affair will 
blow over beforo then and the association 
be reorganized on a new basis. It seems to 
me that thero ought to be an association to 
regulate the business."

A Woman Who Was Arrested for Being Dri) 
Demands Damages.

Wnrrrti2.*.H, the Council aro empowered by 
tho Mm icipal Act IStli toseitle, Impose and 
levy rates and raxes upon land and upon im- 
provements within tho Municipality, subject 
to tho exemptions therein set forth; and to 
make, alter and repeal by-laws for raising a

Be it therefore enacted by the Council of tho

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the expenditure of tho Munici- 
pal Revenue for the year 1S92. 



WHEREAS it is expedient to provide nil 
additional Etini of money to meet tho re- 
quirements of tho Board of Health; Bo It 
thoreforo enacted by tho Council of tho Cor- 
poration of tho City Of Victoria ns follows : 

1, In addition to tho amounts author- 
ized by tho Estimates by-law, 1832, and tho 
Supplementary Estimates By-law, 1892, for tho 
purpose of tho Board of Health; it shall bo 
lawful to pay out of corporate funds such sums 
of money not, however, exceeding additionally 
in tho aggregate the sum v f IMr'.y-fiye thou- 
sand dollars, as may bo authorized from timo 
to timo by resolution of tho Council of tho Cor- 
poration for expenses in connection with tlio 
Hoard of Health. Provided that before mak- 
ing the payments the Auditor has mnrked his 
initials against tho total amount of tho Vou- 
chor to certify to its correctness, and that the 
Council have authorized the payment and 
that the sums paid and authorized nre not in 
the aggregate 111 excess of the sums appropria- 
ted by tho Council for the Service, 

2. It shall, however, bo lawful Lo pay to any 
person who has been employed in services con- 
nected with tlio Board cf Health and who has 
been discharged or Icfl tho employ of the Cor- 
poration ; such sums ot money as may bo duo. 
Provided that tho Chairman of the Finance 
Committee has certified to the correctness of 
the payment, and the Auditor hns in each caso 
marked his Initials against, the total amount of 
tho Vouchor; hut tho Finance Committee are 
to report all such payments to the Council at 
its Ilrst regular meeting thereafter. 

3. This by-law may he cited as tho Board of 
Health Fund By-law, 1892,
